England’s Annual 
Occu pation of Scotland 
for Shooting 
Purposes 


By CLAIR PRICE 


For. eleven months of 
Engiand groans 
under the heel of the invader from 
the North, but for the rest of 
the year, one crowded month of 
glorious life, thé tables are turned. 
Try to wedge your way through the 
crowds of masters, servants, dogs 
and guns at Kings Cross or Euston 
Stations in London when the last of 
the forces of occupation are leaving 
for the moors tomorrow night. It is, 
of course; impossible to say today 
just how big the last-minute crowds 
will be. On the eve of the Twelfth 
last year Kings Cross and Euston 
dispatched ‘twenty-four trains to 
Scotland in the four hours between 
dinner and midnight. And on the 
morning of the Twelfth itself the 
first brace of grouse came down 
from Scotland by airplane and was 
duly served for luncheon at a Lon- 
don hotel, whose press agent in- 
stantly broke out into 10,000 words 
and photographs. 

As for London itself, there is no 
such place after the Twelfth. With 
Parliament adjourned, with every- 
body from the King down shooting 
grouse in the North, there is no- 
body left in town but “‘the man at 
the bank and the resident clerk at 
the Foreign Office.” Once the 
Twelfth has dawned you could walk 
through Park Lane at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, clad in evening dreas 
and a cap, without attracting a 
crowd, for there are not enough per- 
sons left in all of London to maks a 
crowd. That is to say, it is the cus- 
tom to talk of London after the 
Twelfth in this curious fashion; as 
a matter of fact, Americans, colo- 
nials, provincials and visitors from 
the adjacent Continent make it fuller 
than ever in August, but these ven- 
erable customs in England are not 
_ to be lightly ignored. 

There is no denying the fact, how- 
ever, that the English year pivots on 
the Twelfth. The close season for 
grouse ends on Aug. 11 and the day 
after Aux. 11 is the Glorious 
Twelfth. The moors begin to be let 
as early in the year as April or May 
and throughout the Summer the 
rumors as to the character of the 
shooting ‘“‘is many and _ various.’’

QOLAR radiation,’’ -said the 
one-armed man, “is the 
origin of life. We, like the 
reat of creation, have re- 
ceived life from the sun, but 

no light.*" 

-He was the schoolmaster. He was 
speaking for his fellow-citizens ‘at 

> the inauguration of their first school- 
house in the ancient mountain vil- 
lage of Sant' Angelo dj Cetraro, in 
Calabria. He had returned from the 
war mutilated in body and saddened 
in spirit and, distressed as never be- 
fore by the conditions of his native 
town. he had determined. that in’ 
place of the room in his-own house 
where before the war he had 
taught a few children to read and 
write, there should be a aschool- 
house for the half-hundred children 
who were growing up to swell the fl- 
literacy of Southern Italy. .Now, in 
the Spring of 1924, his dream had 
come true. For him it was a great}, 
event. It meant the birth of spirit- 
ual life in @ region forgotten of 
men, where the people livéd, like 
slaves or ‘beasts of burden; where 
“not even those who speak in the 
hame of the Saviour,” as he boldly 
declared, ‘had been able to teach 
them a hetter way.”* 

It was a_ picturesque spot, high 
above sea and mountain ranges, one 
of the many gray-stone towns, 
perched among cliffs, which were 
built by the ancient. Brutii as a 
refuge from the inroads of Greeks 
and Saracens along the coast. These 
who stood -there listening to the 
words of the mutilato were natives 
of the village—the men in all-black 
suits, the women and children -in 
bright-colored costumes—and about 
thirty persons froni*Rome and Turin 

who are pioneers of civilidation in 
* that part of Italy which was. once 
Graecia ; where the genius of 
Hellas flourished in the great period 
“just before its triumph in the Athens 
of Pericles; where art, philosophy. 
and religion have left buried in the 
soil (now s0 deserted and neglected) 
the record and the mystery of @ 
great past. . Among them was one 
“signora Americana,’’ to whom the 
whole scene was not only picturesque 
in the extreme but significant as a

United Italy. ‘We are followerg of 
Garibaldi,"’ one of them said. ‘‘We 
have decided to liberate-Italy, as he 
did, by leading our forces into the 
South.”

“Hugh the Drover” in London”

HOSE Americans who know 
rh: Vaughan Williams. only by his 

“London| Symphony’ and who 
heard the first performance of his opera 
‘The Drover” at His Majesty's Theatré, 
July 14, discovered a new English com- 
poser. "rhe work is ‘one of his éarilier 
compositions that has recently been re- 
written, and-from the*musician‘s point 
of View it is worthy of more praise than 
his now famous symphony. 

A ‘score of rich fabric, with a strong 
Celtic flavor. and displaying the poly- 
phonic gift of the composer, has been 
draped over a maudlin play by Harold 
Child. Williams has the easy style nec- 
essary. for ‘the composition of a true 
“romantic -oalNad opera,’”-as he has 
called his piece. But with the exception 
of a. prizefight scene in which a heroic 
tenor and a desperate baritone pummel 
each other, with Marquis of Queensberry 
rules annouriced in the” orchestra, the 
stage mechanism is boring. ae 

Tuder Davies, the tefior, is a very 
good singer, but, as.one might. sunpose, 
he’s much too fat to fight convincingly. 

The other voices, and: especially ‘the 
chorus-work, were very good. Perhaps 
Malcom Sargent, the conductor, deserves 
the praise for: a smogth production. of 
this work; for Williams’s style, though 
far from the modernism of Stfawinski, 
presents some choral and orchestral dif- 
ficulties.

tendency toward such troubles, The 
opinion is analogous to the. belie? com- 
monly: held. by anthropologists, that the 
individual man of today differs > little, 
in average mental capacity, from the in- 
dividual. of thirty. or fifty thousand 
years ago, The gain has' come through 
the increased store of common knowl- 
edge. Given a constant proportion of 
susceptibles, those who break down ‘In 
éne age. from one set of causes will be 
ready to succurhb in another age to an- 
other set of causes. ‘ 

“The. war,” says Dr. Zadrigkie, 
“showed that the human individual has 
not changed since as far back as we can 
go. He has a personality made ip much 
like those of his predecessors and the 
individual’s emotional -behavior in the 
World War differed little from that of 
other individyals in ‘previous wars.” 

Many of the patients who have gone to 
the Neurological Institute, since it was 
opened in 1908, have been sufferers from 
imaginary’ diseases: There is probably 
@ fixed proportion of them among’ the 
public, Dr. Zabriskie believes. Many 
who have thought themselves suffering 
from nervous troubles or worse have 
been found ‘to be suffering from pliysical 
ills and have been sent te other inatitu- 
tions for treatment. ~

trate one field for preventive’ education, 
Land cites ae an instance where nerves 
were no more-than stupidity and ‘ignor- 
ance the cade of a- girl’ who’ sought 
treatment for “‘hervousneags of ‘the 
stomach.”

Both of thesé policies’ have “been con- 
tinued. -: The attitude toward labor hes 
changed ‘most: in: detail, yet even this is 
essentially as it. was, before the World 
War, when.

Detroit, like most communities, likes to 
gossip, and mitich of its idle tale con- 


cerns. Henry Ford: “Qne rumor spoke of 
an alleged rule’ by. virtue.of which Ford 
employes. were forbidden to purchase 
motor cars: costing .more. than $1,000. 
The allegation has not a. shred of truth 
in it. 


The old wectéiteldel department has 
been reduced in size.

changes afte made, and consequently the 
need for, investigation ceases. 


Helping the Employes.

But the moat striking part of the Ser- 
vice Citizens’ work has been in bdullding 
new schoolhouses. Early in 1910 Pierre 
du Pont was appcinted a member of the 
State Board of E-tucation, and accepted 
the first,’and probably the last, political 
position of his fe. In this capacity he 
visited schools throughout the State, 
talking to teachers, pupils and parents, 
and on his return organized the Dela- 
ware School Auailiary Association, upon 
which, at the time of its Jast report, he 
had spent $3,819,000. 

‘Delaware has 30,036 children depen- 
dent upon the public schools for educa- 
tion," declared Dr. Joseph’ H. Odell, di- 
rector of the Service Citizéns. *‘In 1924, 


14,127 of these pupils are already housed 


in new buildings, or will bé within a few 
months. Of course I do yot claim that 
the Service Citizens has done this aloné, 
but ‘the Service Citizens has’ already 
spent ‘$2,022,000 for new school construc-- 
tion and” is committed by cdntract for 
$880,000 more. ‘We have bulit end pre- 
sénted to the State elghty-four negro 
schools containing 146 rooms, with a ca- 
pacity of 5,840 pupils. “Negro school 
construction has not cost the State one 
dollar: 

“For white children we have bullit, 
without any assistance from pubiicfunds. 
nineteen schools containing 561 rooms and 
having a capacity of 1,960 pupils. We 
gave $40,000 for the building .of the 
Hartly’ school and the State voted $10,- 
000; for Taylor’s Bridge we paid $10,000, 
while the State voted $5,000; we appro- 
priated $200,000 for the Laurel school and 
the special district raised”$55,000 from a 
bond issue; in the case of Lewes we also 
gave $200,000 and they furnished $60,000; 
we voted $135,000 to Newar:. and they 
supplied $165,000 from «@ local bond fs- 
sue; we gave Smyrna. $110,000 and that

Nearly 
half of the schdole in the State were 
more than ‘haif a century old when. the 
Service Citizens began their work and 
practically all of these were unfit for 
use according to modern standards. “Be- 
sides schools which were physically un- 
suitable there were many which educa- 
tors bélieved should be réplaced by con- 
solidated institutions. Hére the local 
pride and prejudice, which leads some 
Delawarians {o look with suspicion on 
people living actoés the next county or 
township hne, ia slowly giving way to 
more modern ideas. 


The. cost. of this campaign, all of 
which, with the exception of @ few hun- 
dred dollars collected -as dués from mem- 
bets, has been paid by Pierre du Pont, 
is néarly $4,000,000. It is thus almost 
the equivalent, in money value, of Cole- 
mtan du Pont’s boulevard. — 

The difference in pefsonality between 
thé two then is well illustrated by their 
attitude toward their charities. Pierre 
du Pont is the most self-effacing and 
mnodest of multi-millionaires. He has 
scriipulously kept out of politics. He has 
persistently refused to allow his name to 
be gttached to any of the schools his 
money has built. .The hospital at West 
Chester, Pa’, to which he gave $1,000,000, 
is named after his chauffeur, Lewes A. 
Mason, He built a Boulevard running 
from. Wilmington to his home at. Ken- 
hett Square, Pa., a distance of sixteen 
milés, but did not want it to bear his 
name. Specchmaking embarrasses him. 
He dislikes newspaper publicity intensc- 
ly.

This may be re- 
sponsible for Coleman du Pont’s failufe 
to receive the nomination this Fall, or 
for his defeat if-he does receive it. The 
du Pont Company, as such, has not been 
in politics for a lang’ time, any more 
than have ite President, Irenee du Pont, 
or its Chairman, Pierré...All of the cém- 
pany’s factories are now in other States 
than Delaware, and it is now only its 
traditions an4 its charters that. tie it up 
with the State where it had its origin 
and laid the foundation of its prosperity. 

But whatever may be the political 
complexion of a citizen of Délaware it is 
now almost impossible to-find one who 
h4s an unfriendly word for elther Cole- 
man or Pierre du Pont. Some may be 
envious of the wealth and power of these

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someness of this: hereditary influence, 
but. they aré frankly grateful for Cole- 
man’s road and Pierre’s. school butld- 
ings. 

They no longér ask what the du Ponts 
expect to get out of these benefactions, 
It is plain that what the du Ponts have 
got out of it im the spectacle 6f a whole 
State lifted or being lifted to a higher 
level of. civilization and democracy, an’ 
it is plain that that is all the reward 
they asked.

STATE MOVES TO CURB CHILD MARRIAGES 


WO important pieces of legisla- 

tion, “designed. to.. prevént too 

youthful and too hasty marriages 

sanctioned under present laws, 

will be urged at thé next session 
of the’ Legislature by the New York 
State Commission to Examine'Laws Re- 
lating to Child Welfare. 

The first is a ‘Child Marriage. Bill,”’ 
which forbids the issue of marriage li- 
censes to children’ under 16 years of 
age except by a ‘special urt order. 
The other is known-as the ‘ Mar- 
riege Bill,” which provides that a mar- 
riage license may not be issued until 
five. days after an. application ‘has been 
filed. ‘Both bills.are the result of care- 
ful investigation .and report by the 
Child Welfare Commission. 

It appears from what has béen b t 
to Mght by the*commission, fo Pla beaaug 
Senator Benjamin Afitin Is Chair . 
that New York State is pecullarly back- 
ward in laws regulating child mafriages, 
and that, compared with neighboring 
States, it-is extremely caréless in the 
fesue of licenses to wed. Thirty-seven 
States have fixed: statutory minimum 
ages for the marriages of girls; New 
York State has no legal minimum age 
Mmit. at .which a girl may wed, and 
children may now marry in this State 
at\any age if their parents consent,’ 
.“"Agcording:-to, the only available fig- 
ures in’ New. York State outside of New 
York ‘City,” said Senator Antin, “157 
children were married under the age of 
16 years‘in 1910; 3 of them at 18 years; 
28 at 14 years and 161 at 15 years. .

— Returns fer Another Celebration. 
Lafayetteremained only fivé days in 


\fhe city, making a flying journey to 


Boston and the public celebrations in his 
honor were deferted until his return. 
He came down from Hartford by steam- 
boat .on his sixty-seventh birthday, 
Sept.. 6. He was again welcomed with 
enthusiasm and it is said that for two 
miles ‘above Fulton Street,.the. banks of 
the East. River fairly swarméd with 
/people.. That evening-~the Society of ‘the 
Cincinnati gave him a‘ dinner at Wash- 
ington. Hall, the site of which is now 
occupied. by the Stewart Building on 
Broadway, between.

properly. 

“The blaze of light and beauty,” sald 
one writer, “the decorations of the thil- 
itary officers present, the combination 
of rich cdlora which met ‘the. eye at 
every . glance,. the brilliant ctitcle of 
béauty and fashion” in the galleries— 
everything inthe range of sight—was 
inexpressibly beautifal.” 

‘Thurlow Weed, who was present ‘at 
the’ball, writing nearly fifty years later, 
in 1873, said of the Castle Garden ball 
to Lafayette. 

‘Ihave witnessed the celebrations of 
the completion of the Erie Canal and 
the: mingling of the waters of Lake Erie 
with the Atlantic Océan, the completion 
of the Croton water works, the recep- 
tion of the Prince of Wales and other 
brilliant and beautiful pageants, but 
they all lacked the heart and soul which 
marked. and’ signalized ~the wéicome of 
Lafayette. The joy of our city was ex- 
pressed more by tears than in any other 
way. It is impossible to imagine scenes 
of deeper, higher: or purer emotion than 
the’ first. meeting between General ta- 
fayette and Colonel arinus Willett, 
Colonel Ebenezer Stevens, Colonel Nich- 
Slas Fish, Colonel Varick, Major ‘Platt, 
General sinthony Lamb, Major Popham; 
Major Fairlee and other officers of the 
Revolution, whom he had .not seen tn 
forty years and whom, without. a mo- 
ment’s hesitation, , he . recognized and 
hamed. But the crowning glory of that 
series of honors and festivities was the 
féte at Castle Garden on the evening of 
the General’s departure for Albany. The 
Garden was expensively, elaborately and 
‘gorgeously fitted up and adorned for the 
oceasion, 1. remember that even with- 
out.the aid of gas; the es was 
exceedingly brjiiant. : 


Up the Hudson te Albany. 

At 2 o'clock.in the morning of Sept. 
17. Lafayette left_the ball and went on 
board the steambogt James Kent: for a 
trip up the Hudson. Three days were 
spent on the journey to Albany. There 
were stops at Poughkeepsie, Newburgh, 
West. Point, Catskill and- Hudson, and 
the entire river trip resembled a tri- 
umphal procession. 

Lafayette. returned to New York on 
Sept.. 20, and ‘three days later . was 
escorted. across the river’ to Paulus 
Hook, as the thriving city of Jersey 
City was then known, and began -his

June 17, 1825, he laid ‘the corner- 
stone of the Bunker Hill Monument on 
the fiftieth anniversary of. the battle, 
and Daniel Webster delivered one of, his 
great orations. ‘ ~ 

During his visit ofa little more than 
a year a Presidential election had. been 
held and James Monroe, who had ~pre- 
viously entertained. Lafayette at the 
"White House, had been. succeeded by 
John Quincy. Adams, and Lafayette’s 
sixty-cighth birthday. was celebrated in 
the White House with President Adams. 
On. the folowing day, -Sept. 7; 1825, La- 
fayette embarked~ on the, new. frigate 
Brandywine, which the Government had 
placed at» his disposal; and sailed~for 
France. In his farewell words Presi- 
dent Adgms said, that’ Lafayette's visit 
“has been to the le of the Union a 
year of uninterrupted festivity and en- 
joyment; Inspired ‘by your presence." 

It had Been forty yéars since Lafayette 
had visited: the country for whose inde- 
pendence he had given so much of- vis 
wealth and the best efforts “of ais 
younger years. He was barely 20 years 
old. when he first came here and offered 
his services to Washington. He was 
promptly made a Major General in the 
Continental Army. ‘Despite his youth, 
he won not only the confidence of Wash- 
ington, ‘ but that of. Hamilton and the 
leading officers. He was present at the 
surrender of Cornwallis: at Yorktown. 
Twice he réturned to France to use his 
persuasive powers with his Government 
in giving necessary aid,to the American 
cause. He left America again in 17843. 


On. his ‘return, in 1824, ‘Instead. of ‘thir- 
teen weak cdlonies. he “found twenty- 
tour prosperous States with a peprtation 
-f ten million people. ~ 

Compared with its population of more 
than ~ 110,000,000, . the’ United ~ States 
in 1824 was still-«a weak nation. New 
York |.City was a thriving little .place 
with a population of about 150,000. 
mfortable private ‘residences. lined 
te Street and Battery Place, lower 
roadway and Greenwich Street. The 
loftiest structure was the spire of Trin- 
ity Church. = Broadway. above ‘the City 
Hall .to Canal Street..was only partly 
duilt= up arid Greenwich . Village was 
practically .a ,suburb. . Lower Pearl 
Street was the great retail thoroughfare, 
The Mayor, William Patiding, lived at 
312 Greenwich Street, at the corner of 
Jay Street, and Philip Hone, then an 
assistant Alderman; who became Mayor 
in 1825, maintained his home, the ‘scene 
of many: fashionable entertainments, at 
235 Broadway, now part of the Wool- 
worth Building ‘site.

N but’one Oriental country today is 
the daily press a true mirror of

Motorists: are warned to adhere to 
traffic régulations.
